Alberta won the first game in the last few seconds 
of play as Dave Steed took the ball out from the 
corner, pivoted and jumped, and scored the win¬ 
ning basket. 

The game seesawed back and forth all the way, 
Alberta holding a two-point edge at the half. 
Oscar Kruger with 20 and Norm Macintosh with 
18 kept the Bruins in the game as the Manitobans 
played a tight defensive zone. Big Jim Wright led 
the Bisons with 22 points and along with twin 
brother John and Dave Smith kept the Bears from 
gaining possession of the ball under the Manitoba 
basket. 


The Bears, who had clicked so well the night 
before, couldn't find the basket for the big game 
and dropped the title to Bud Fraser's fighting 
team from Winnipeg. The Bears grabbed an early 
8-0 lead but the zone defense of Manitoba 
tightened and the Bears were squeezed out in the 
defensive game. Norm Macintosh and Oscar 
Kruger, who had clicked so well for the Bears 
all season, could only get eight points each. Derril 
Butler scored 12 to lead Alberta, six of them com¬ 
ing in the last few minutes as the Green and Gold 
tried desperately to get back in the game.
